I know not what they may fay to ic, 
but % tell chem they may See by it, what 
alow Ebb the Affairs of France ase brought: 
to, chat ‘the fahabitants being fled from 
their Habjtations, 140q Mcn might, ..if nge 
fountermand pon fome other Occafions, 
have ravaged the Country at their-Plea- 
fure $ and had the Dragcons ben there to 
have f{poken, with the Militia-Horfe, ne 
they 
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they fay were feen at a Diftance, might 
perhaps have raifed Contribution, as far as 
{uch a Body of Men could be fuppofed to 
extend themfelves. 

Therefore my Advice to thofe Gentlemen 
is, to hold thei’ Tonguesa little while, till 
they fee the Iffue; there is no doubt, that 
little Body of Men may yet be fo plac’d, as to 
do all that can be expe€ted from their Num- 
ber——And as[to France, their Affairs are at 
prefent in fuch a Condition, that thofe few 
Men might land in 20 Places between Dun- 
kirk acd the Bottom of the Bay of Bifcay, 
and infule the Coaft of France in every 
Place, burnand deftroy, and do vhat they 
pleafe. Inthe mean time, if they are ap- 
ply’d nearer home, where the French pre- 
tend more nearly to infulcus, perhaps they 
may be as ufeful as elfewhere 5 and as for 
the Coaft of France, while the Seas are gur 
own, as it is plain they are, we can put 
them in mind of us that way whenever we 
pleafe. 

And now for the Duke of Savoy; if I mi- 
ftake not, the French will receive as fenfible 
a Blow on that fide asin Flanders; and if 
the Marefchal De Villarsdo not keep him 
on the other fide of the Mountains, if our 
laft Advices that he had cut him off from Bri 
ancon and Exiles, Places by which he may 
enter Daupbiné with Eafe, prove true, and 
he fhould give him the Slip, and get into 
France that way, you will put the French 
Affairs into as great an Agony almoft, as if 
the Duke of Marlborough were at the Gates 
of Amiens. 

What we are to apprehend from the 
Duke of Bavaria pafling the Rbine, 1 cane 
not yet guefs, nor is there, I hope, any 
great Apprehenfion of him; what his For- 
cesare, andin what Pofture for A@ion, we. 
have not heard lately; itis a great Misfor- 
tune to the Allies, that the German Army 
caunot a&}; and were the Duke of Bavaria 
in a Condition to march into his own Coun- 
try, no-queftion, but this is the Time for 
fuch an A@ion ; but fure the Germans can- 
not be in a Condition fo miferably hand- 
cuff’d, as to let that Attempt be made wich 
an inferiour Force. 


Methinks the prefent Pofture of the Im- 
perial Army on the Xbine, under this great 
Prince, cals upon us to do fome Juftice to 
the Memoarv of Prince Lewis of Bades —— 
When the Seafon advanc’d, and the Cams 
paign fhould begin—.And we found the 
Germans did nothing, we ufed to vent all 
our Satyrs on Prince Lewis, either he had 
the Gout, or his Lady was ill ac R2/Pat, or he 
was gone to drink che Waters here, or ufe 
the Baths there-—And ail was Prince Lewy. 
And bow did we abufe that brave Man, and 
one of the greateft Generals of his Age, 
that was never beaten in the Field, or over- 
reach’d in bis Camp, either by French or 
Turt, and had next to the Great Duke of 
Lorrain fought the moft and the greateft 
Battles againft the Turks, of any Prince in 
Europe——The Cafe was plain, he found 
the Germans alway flow, their Funds defi- 
cient, and their Magazines empty, and he 
would not appear in the Army to be 
baulk’d and infulted, to be bid march with- 
out Pay, and be oblig’d to live at Difcretion 
upon Friends, and at the fame time be not 
ina Condition to fee an Enemy. | 

Were the General of the Imperial Army 
a Prince of lefs Dignity and Experience than 
the Duke of Hannover, we fhould have our 
Mouths as full of Railery at hims but he 
plainly lets us all know, whatisthe Matter, 
and where the Miftake lies; His Highnefs 
is come from his own Country, fhéw’d him- 
felf ac the Head ot the Imperial Army in 
Time, and had they been in Condition to 
a&, they had not wanted his Affiftance s 
but what cana General do without an Ar- 
my ? What can a General and an Army 
do without Magazines, without Money, 
and without Neceffaries ? —And while the 
Princes, whofe Quota’s are deficient, re- 
fufe or delay their Contingents, nothing 
as be expe&ed but Misfortune on that 
ide. 

Could the Eruption of the Frencb on that 
fide be tothe Punifhment of thofe negligent 
People, and no other, | fhould almuft with 
the Duke of Bavaria Succefs in his paffin 
the Rhine No Queftion he wil) raife 
Contributions, and levy heavy Taxes again 


upoo 
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upon the poor Countries of Wirtembergh 
and the Palesinate 3 and if he penetrates to 
the Danube again, it is nothing but what 
we ought to expe&t——— Upon my Word, 
fhould he venture for Bzvaria again, and 
reach it, he may make the Empire tremble 
4 fecond Time, tho’ he fhou!d carry with him 
but 15000 Men. 

I fee no Shoe pinches the French King 
ike the Duke of Savoy 3 there he is fenfi- 
bly touch’d, I do not think he is more af- 
fetted with the Affair in Flanders, nor in- 
deed is he in more Danger there——_ The 
French, we fee, obftinately perfift in keeps 
ing Poff-ffion of Ghent, they are not infenfi- 


-ble of the Straight it is to the Confedeg 


rates, and how’ is pinches and prefles the 
Dutch, and what farther they may puth at, 
while the Duke is at the Siege of Lifle, ¥ 
will not fay; but I fear much for Brufels, 
Louvain, Antwerp, and all the open Coune 
try of Brabant, which if they puth at, they 
will extend their Contributions to-the 
Gates of Breds and Bergen. op- Zoom. 

Aad what elfe can be the Meaning of fore 
tifying Ghent, but that they may ventare 
toleave it, and yet fecure that Part of the 
Country for a fate Retreat, and put it out 
of Fear of being taken as an open Town, 
by whoever is Mafter of the Fleld.
